Many of the causes of vagrancy, such

adequate education, accidents, unwise 
philanthropy,

trades,

cated trades, bad working conditions, 
intemperance, 
vice 
and 
crime 
are 
either being actively met by organ- 
izations formed for the special

or are recognized as serious problems

adequate treatment of vagrancy 
has 
not been considered and actively ad- 
vocated 
by

Why Beef Is Tough. 


A few points may be suggested with 
the view of encouraging more intelli- 
gent observation on the part of those 
wlho have opportunities to study the 
question, and in order to 
stimulate 
the 
further 
discussion 
of 
this 
im- 
portant matter. 


Lean meat, which Is another name 
for muscular tissue. Is composed of 
small cells or fibers, mlcrosopical in 
size, grouped together In bundles. T h e 
fiber bundle 
is 
a 
stringy 
particle 
of flesh, seen In boiled beef for ex- 
ample. 
There are bound together in- 
to muscles and the muscles into pairs 
or larger groups. 


The material which envelopes 
the 
bundles of fibers extends between the 
fibers within the bundles, and also sur- 
rounds the entire muscles. 
It is a 
tough, 
fibrous, 
elastic substance call- 
ed connective tissue. 
Besides holding 
the 
fibers 
and the bundles 
together, 
it acts as a storehouse of fat about 
the 
muscles, 
between 
the 
bundles, 
or among the bundles thems-elves. 


Toughness In meat is largely due 
to this connective tissue and depends 
upon changes in texture of the muscle 
cell Itself, which changes 
are 
little 
understood, as In fact are all changes 
in the cell substance of animals 
or 
plants. 
The principal question 
then 
becomes mainly one as to the effect of 
age, quality and condition of the ani- 
mal upon the amount and 
character 
of this connective tissue and upon the 
texture of the cell substance. 


A mature cow in thin condition ha» 
coarser meat, that is to say, larger 
muscle fibers and fiber bundles than 
a young heifer of equal quality—qual- 
ity referring to fineness of bone, skin, 
hair 
and 
general 
features, 
and 
to 
smoothness of 
fiesh. 
Coarseness of 
grain involves an increased 
amount

answering 
specific questions in a manner char­ 
acteristic of their known -personal­ 
ities and giving evidence of knowl­ 
edge appropriate to them. Not easily 
or early do we make thus admission. 
In spite of long conversations with 
what purports to be the surviving In­ 
telligence of these friends and in­ 
vestigators, we were by no mean« 
convinced of their identity by more 
general conservation, even when it 
was of a friendly and Intimate char­ 
acter, such as in ordinary case would 
have been considered amply sufficient 
for identification of friends speaking 
say, through the telephone or type­ 
writer. 


“Wo required definite and crucial 
proof, a proof difficult even to imag­ 
ine as well as difficult to supply. The 
ostensible communicators realize the 
need of such proof as fully as we 
do and have done their best to satis­ 
fy the rational demand.

us think they succeeded. 
Others are 
still doubtful. 


"Cross correspondence—that is, the 
reception 
of

medium 
and

through another, neither portion sep­ 
arately being understood by either— 
is good evidence of one intelligence 
dominating both automatists, and if 
tho message is characteristic of some 
particular deceased person 
and 
Is 
received as such by people to whom 
he was not intimately known, then 
it is fair proof of the continued in­ 
tellectual activity of that person. 


“If, further, we get from him a 
piece of literary criticism which is 
eminently in his vein, which has not 
occurred to ordinary people, then I 
say the proof, already striking, is 
tending to become crucial. 
These 
are the kinds of proof which the so­ 
ciety has had communicated to it. 
The phenomenon of automatic writing 
strikes some of us as if it were in 
the direct line of evolutional advance. 
It seems like the beginning of a new 
human faculty,

Rumor That Germany Will Control 
Supply Causes Stir. 


Just at present German engineer­ 
ing circles are much worked up over 
the report that the imperial Treasury 
contemplates making the supply of 
electricity 
an 
imperial 
monopoly. 
Mcthing definite has yet been an­ 
nounced but the more rumor has 
caused a considerable stir. 
In com­ 
menting on this statement "Engineer­ 
ing” says: 


If the electricity supply is to be­ 
come an Imperial monopoly the mu­ 
nicipalities will suffer. 
The public 
electric 
power 
stations 
are 
either 
owned and managed by the municipal­ 
ities, or they will become their prop­ 
erty at the expiration of the conces­ 
sions granted to companies. 
Most 
of these electric supply undertakings 
are doing well; a smaller number 
do not pay their way, and would hard­ 
ly be more prosperous under govern­ 
ment administration, which does not, 
as a rule, work more economically 
and successfully than private enter­ 
prise. 
If the empire is to buy these 
undertakings out it will saddle itself 
with a heavy debt, and the municipal­ 
ities will have to impose further rates 
to compensate themselves for the loss 
of revenue when they are no longer 
able to trade in electric light and 
power. 
That the State would suc­ 
ceed 
in increasing its 
income 
by 
raising the rates for the electricity 
supply Is not at all probable, though 
it has been suggested. 
If the elec­ 
tric light of today had to compete 
against the gaslight of twenty years 
ago 
electricity might disregard its 
competitors. 
But it is too often for­ 
gotten that, astounding as the de­ 
velopment of electricity has been, the 
progress made by gas illumination 
and gas power supply is still more 
astounding, and that the gas prog­ 
ress curves continue to rise more 
steeply than the electricity curves. 
Any attempt to raise the electricity 
rates would benefit the gas industry 
and cripple the electric industry. \ 
We should be sorry to /interfere in 
a German political question. 
We are 
only concerned with, the general fea­ 
tures of the matter. 
We have State 
monopolies in the postal and tele­ 
graph services, and we do not wish 
to abolish those monopolies. 
In fed­ 
eral Germany the railways are prac­ 
tically a government monopoly, and 
the United States may adopt that 
policy. 
We do not want more cen­ 
tralization than is absolutely neces­ 
sary in Great Britain, as we are not 
citizens of a federation of States and 
we are not in favor of monopolies on 
the whole. 
Yet we can understand 
those whom the fear of the abuses of 
trusts 
converts 
into 
believers 
in 
State monopolies, although they see 
in private enterprise better guaran­ 
tees of healthy and steady progress. 
The electric railways would naturally 
fall under State control in a country 
of State railways. 
But the supply 
of light and power is a local prob­ 
lem, and we cannot see how they 
can be improved by being made they 
object of a State monopoly.

first named State grows violets, car- 
nations and a number of other flow- 
ers by the acre, and large amounts 
of extracts have been distiiled. 
The 
tuberose can be successfully grown 
in 
Louisiana, 
Florida 
and 
other 
Southern States, and it yields extracts 
in abundance. 
Jasmine grows easily 
and in great abundance Li th9. warm- 
er climates and the extiact is easily 
taken 
and is worth 
about 
$75 
a 
pound. 


Southern Louisiana produces the 
most valuable orange trees and flow- 
ers for the making of extracts, they 
possessing a stronger odor and pro- 
portionately more oil than those from 
other States. 
Tlie oil of neroll, dis- 
tilled from orange flowers. Is about 
half as valuable as the ottar of roses, 
but not nearly so expensive or trou- 
blesome to make. 
The United States 
imports large quantities of lavender 
oil from Southern France, but Cali- 
fornia can furnish every ounce which 
could be used in the United States, 
and, too, the California article is said 
to be far superior to the imported. 
The same is true of rosemary, which 
grows in perfection not only In Cali- 
fornia, 
but 
in a number of other 
States. 
The citrus family gives us 
many excellent perfumes, and 
be- 
sides the almost innumerable 
flowers 
which grow in the United States quite 
a number of bulbs and plants yield 
perfume oils in their native ground

The buds and half 
open blooms are boiled in pure fat 
for several hours, the fat strained, 
new flowers added 
and 
the 
whole 
boiled again. 
This process is re- 
peated four times, and the pomade is 
considered saturated with the essence 
of roses. 
Spirits, in the proportion 
of a gallon to eight pounds of the 
paste, is added, and the result is es- 
prit de rose. 
This is kept to mix 
v/ith grosser perfumes, a drop being 
sufllcient to impart an exquisite fra- 
grance to any compound. 
From ottar 
of roses are made all the fashionable 
perfumes now in such general use. 
It requires about 600 pounds of rose 
leaves to produce one ounce of ottar, 
worth about £35, 
Of course, very lit- 
tle of this arrives in America in a 
pure state; it is too valuable not to 
be counterfeited and diluted. 


'*The United States claims pre-em- 
inence in the manufacture of ihe ot- 
tar of wintergreen, which 
is used 
chieily by confectioners and 
keeps 
hundreds of perfumers busy in Nev^ 
Jersey. 
Long ago the Europeans suc- 
ceeded in manufacturing the essejice 
of wintergreen from 
salicylic 
acid 
and wood ether, and, naturally, our 
trade was hurtj but we can produce 
hundreds of other things, and find a 
ready market not only here but in 
foreign countries. 
I would be glad 
to see some of our women who are 
seeking profltable investments 
take 
up this work. 
But, as I said at the 
outset, I am not in a position to give 
facts and figures. 
J have had too

COLORED SILKS. 


Before washing colored silks soak 
them for a short time in cold water 
with a little salt in it. 
If the color 
Is inclined to run this will prevent it 
to a certain extent. 
Silks of different 
colors should be soaked separately. 


Wash the silk in a lather of soap 
and water, squeeze the silk well in 
this, and work it up and down In the 
water. 
Take two or three different 
soapy waters, if necessary, until the 
silk is quite clean. 
Never use the 
water too hot and never rub soap on. 


After washing, rinse the silk thor- 
oughly, first In tepid then in cold 
water; adding in the last vater a lit- 
tle ammonia or salt, in order to fix 
the color. 
Last put through the me- 
thylated spirit water to give It a 
gloss. 


In Ironing colored silks do not use 
the Iron too hot, or It will destroy the 
colors. 
If the color Is coming out to 
any extent spread a piece of clean 
cloth over the ironing sheet to pre- 
vent the silk staining it.—New York 
Press.

D rake’s squadron was the very best 
in every particular th at could be sent 
out of England. 
His ships were new, 
well found, and the very latest speci­ 
mens of the naval architecture of the 
time. 


This salt w ater soldier of fortune 
assumed great state in his private ar­ 
rangements. 
His table furniture was 
of solid silver. 
To be sure, he had 
plenty of silver, and like the con­ 
querors of Peru, m ight have shod his 
horses with the precious metal had 
he so desired. 
Even part of the fur­ 
nishings of the cook’s galley were of 
plate. 
Some idea of the state he kept 
may be gathered from the following 
letter from a Spanish officer whom 
they captured during the voyage: 


“The general of the Englishmen is 
a cousin of Juan A q u in es"— which 
Mr. B rand interprets as John Haw­ 
kins. 
“He is the same who five years 
took Nombre de Dios. 
He m ust be 
a m an of about thirty-five years, 
short, with a ruddy beard, one of the 
greatest m ariners there is on the sea, 
alike from his skill and his power of 
command. 


“His ship is a galleon of about 
four hundred “tons [three hundred 
tons overestim ated— J. B.], a very 
fast sailer, and there are aboard her 
a hundred men, all skilled hands 
and of a warlike age, and all so well 
trained that they m ight be old sol­ 
diers of the Italian tertias. Every one 
is specially careful to keep his har- 
quebuss clean. 


“He treats them with affection, and 
they him with respect. 
He carries 
with him nine or ten gentlemen, 
cadets of high families in England, 
These are members of his council, and 
he calls them together upon all oc­ 
casions, however 
simple, and 
al­ 
though he takes counsel from no one, 
lie is pleased to hear their opinions 
before issuing his orders, 


“He is served with much plate with 
gilt borders and tops and engraved 
with his arms, and has all possible 
kinds of delicacies and scents, m any 
of which he says the queen gave him.

CHAMOIS SKIN EASILY CLEANED. 


Chamois skin is cleaned by soaking 
In clear water. 
It should often be 
rubbed between the hands while dry­ 
ing. 


As to washcloths, a soiled one is 
even more positive in its deleterious 
effects, because it sends moisture into 
the skin. 
No cloth should be used 
longer than a week, and then must 
be put into the laundry, washed and 
boiled, before drying in the open air. 
In some instances, such as after a 
railroad journey, a motor ride, or 
when one has been in a dirty attnos- 
phe^j, a cloth should be used only 
once, as it gathers so many im puri­ 
ties th at it becomes tem porarily unfit. 


Sponges should never be used ex­ 
cept for the bath, and are the most 
insanitary 
toilet 
articles 
counten­ 
anced. 
Their capacity for holding 
impurities is endless. 
If used, how­ 
ever, 
they m ust be plunged into 
strong ammonia or soda water once a 
day and always hung in the open air.

COLORED SILKS. 


Before washing colored silks soak 
them for a short time in cold water 
with a little salt in it. 
If the color 
is Inclined to run this will prevent it 
to a certain extent. 
Silks of different 
colors should be soaked separately. 


W ash the silk in a lather of soap 
and water, squeeze the silk well in 
this, and work it up and down In the 
water. 
Take two or three different 
soapy waters, if necessary, until the 
silk is quite clean. 
Never use the 
w ater too hot and never rub soap on. 


After washing, rinse the silk thor­ 
oughly, first in tepid then in cold 
water; adding in the last v a te r a lit­ 
tle amm onia or salt, in order to fix 
the color. 
Last put through the me­ 
thylated spirit water to give it a 
gloss. 


In ironing colored silks do not use 
the Iron too hot, or it will destroy the 
colors. 
If the color is coming out to 
any extent spread a piece of clean 
cloth over the ironing sheet to pre­ 
vent the silk staining it.— New York 
Press.
